- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants argue that paragraph 35 of Gore et al. discloses broad 
genus of alkyl (meth)acrylate, i.e. C1-C24 alkyl, while paragraphs 36-38 merely recite three subgenus of the broad 
genus. Applicants argue that all the alkyl groups are treated equally by Gore et al. and that eventhough the broad 
genus is disclosed to be comprised of low cut alkyl (meth)acrylate, i.e. C1-C6 alkyl, mid cut alkyl (meth)acrylate, i.e. 
C7-C15 alkyl, and high cut alkyl (meth)acrylate, i.e. C16-C24 alkyl, there is no dislcosure or guidance in Gore et al. to 
choose the high cut alkyl over the other two groups or any disclosure that their use produces advantages; all three 
groups are treated as equal. In light of this, applicants argue that contrary to the examiner's position in the office action 
mailed 7/31/07, the comparative data set forth in the present specification, which compares ink comprising polymer 
having alkyl group with 22 carbon atoms with ink comprising polymer having alkyl group of 1, 2, or 12 carbon atoms, 
does provide a proper comparison between the inventive ink and ink of the "closest" prior art Gore et al. since all the 
comparative examples are within the scope of Gore et al. Applicants also pointed out that Gore et al. do not disclose 
acid number of the polymer as required in all the present claims.
